Measure Providing for Ap- 
propriations Is Passed by 
House in Record Time. 
Senate Taken by Surprise. 


With prohibition legislation disposed 
of, the business of the legislature 
moved yesterday with a lack of ob- 
struction that amounted at times al- 
most to a lack, of interest. 

The general appropriations. bill was 
passed at the morning session in the 
record time of less than two hours. 
It has at times taken as long as ten 
days to get this bill through the house. 
The general bill was presented and 
adopted by the house in the same form 
it passed the house at the regular 
session, and will be sent to the sen- 
ate, which will likely restore the cuts 
made last summer upon the appropria- 
tions to state institutions. 

An attempt was made in the house 
yesterday morning to increase the 
present bill appropriation to Tech, but 
when it was clear that the amendment 
would not pass it was withdrawn. 

The completion of the prohibition 
program was not only a signal that oth- 
er legislation now has the right-of- 
way with no speed limit, but also the 
inauguration of a day of rejoicing in 
the prohibition camp, which will take 
place today. 

The senate having concurred in all 
amendments of the house to the Stovall 
basic prohibition and anti-shipping 
bills and the Mangham anti-advertis- 
ing bill, fixing the date of .effective- 
ness for May 1 and prorating the li- 
cense tax, the bills, it is expected, will 
be ready for the governor’s signature 
Wednesday. The signing of the. bills 
by Governor Harris will take place in 
the presence of leaders of the victo- 
rious prohibition wing with consider- 
able pomp and eclat. The governor 
will use several pens in signing the 
bills, after which the pens will be pre- 
sented to several of the prohibition 
leaders as mementos of the fight.

Accorded Them in Parade 


Sentence of Death 
Passed on AnInfant 
By Chicago Doctors 


Infant Was a Deformed 
Subnormal—Mother Wept 
but Agreed to Stand by 
Verdict of Physicians. . 


Chicago, November 16.—A ballot to 
determine whether to attempt to save 
the life of a deformed subnormal in- 
fant or whether by inertia to let the 
child die resulted in a death sentence 
for the little one today. 

The infant’s mother, told that an 
operation might save the child's life, 
although no known human intelligence 
could promise any mental development 
for the babe, wept and agreed to abide 
by the judgment of the physicians. Of 
a score of hospital nurses consulted, 
one alone voted for the life of the 
child. Dr. H. J. Haiselden took the re- 
sponsibility and did not perform the 
operation. The child was still alive to- 
night. but authorities at the hospital 
said it would probably not live through 
another 24 hours. 

„It is a question of ethics,” said Dr. 
Haiselden. “While. we all know physi- 
cians do not allow~ monstrosities to 
live, the line must be drawn some- 
where. I have drawn the line in this 
case. 

“The child could have been saved as 
one more idiotic defective, Defectives 
are prolific. It would reproduce i 
kind and these initial deformities 
would have become magnified and mul-

Georgia suffragists were indignant 
over difficulties encountered downtown 
yesterday at noon when their proces- 
sion moved through a maze of traffic 
suddenly loosened in their route which 
made progress exceedingly slow and 
cumbersome. 

„The national suffrage headquarters 
in New, York was notified immediately 
after the parade by Miss Eleonore 
Raoul, organizer for the state of Geor- 
gia. Further protest will be made 
against the failure of the police to give 
the marchers protection, which, accord- 
ing to suffrage officials, was the cause 
of the mishaps. 

Instead of proceeding downtown over 
Peachtree to Whitehall along a cleared 
pathway as did the civic parade, which 
contained in its vast array a long and 
sanitary 
carts, the suffragettes reached Peach- 
tree and Cain streets, where they col- 
lided with street cars, automobiles, 
trucks, cabs, wagons and other vehicles 


after being held in the side streets for 
an hour and a half. 
: Densely Parked. 

Naturally the street was more densé- 
ly packed with traffic than at any 
other time. The accumulated mass 
poured into Peachtree in a hurry. The 
suffragists were dismayed. Trolley 
cars intersected the parade divisions. 
The situation soon became such that 
the floats ahd marchers and automobiles 
in the procession were confused with 
ordinary traffic. 

Undaunted, however, the women pro- | 
ceeded along the jumbled pathway, the 
marshals seeking at every opportunity 
to importune the police over telephone 
and at the various traffic centers, where 
they were told by traffic policemen that 
the situation was helpless, the police 
having been given no orderg in regard

Ambassador Penfield Re- 
quested to Get the Vienna 
Version of the Sinking of 
Italian Liner. 


Washington, November 16.—Ambas- 
sador Penfield at Vienna was instruct- 
ed today to ask the Austro-Hungarian 
foreign office for details of the tor- 
pedoing of the Italian liner Ancona 
in the Mediterranean last week with a 


‘loss of several American lives. 


This action was taken on the pre- 
sentation by the Austrian embassy 
here to Secretary Lansing of a com- 


: munication from the Vienna admiralty 
stating that an Austrian

sank the Ancona and asserting that 
ample time was afforded for’ passen- 
gers and crew to escape. Until re- 
sponsibility for the action of the sub- 
marine, which it had been reported 
was of German nationality, was offi- 
cially announced the American govern- 
ment had withheld formal inquiry at 
Vienna.

Undetermined points on which the 
American government seeks informa- 
tion are: 

Did the submarine fire 
shot? | 

Did the submarine cease firing when 
the Ancona came to a stop?

Was a torpedo fired while any of the 
passengers were aboard? | 

It is considere& possible here that 
the submarine may have been an Aus- 
trian craft with some German officers 
and men aboard, but until the facts 
are established an inquiry will be made 
of Ambassador Gerard at Berlin. Press 
reports from Berlin have stated that 
the German government digclaimed 
any connection with the incident.

The Near 
East will be watched with considerable 
anxiety for the next few days.

FRENCH REPULSED, 
GERMANS REPORT.

Berlin, November 16.—(Via London.) 
The war office announced today that 
on the western front an attempt by 
the French to regain possession of a 
trench east of Ecurie, which they lost 
on November 14, resulted in failure. 

The text of today’s announcement is 
as follows: 

“Western Theater of war: Three 
attempts of the French to recapture 
trenches we took from them northeast 


the remainder of the front, with the 
exception of artillery duels and mine 
warfare in different sectors, ,nothing 
of importance occurred. 

“Repeated bombardments of Lens by 
artillery of the enemy in the period 
between October 22 and November 12 
have resulted in the death of 33 inhab- 
itants and the injury of 55. No mili- 
tary damage was done, 

“Eastern theater of war: The situa- 
tion is the same.“ 


GORIZIA SHELLED 
BY THE ITALIANS. 


Vienna, November 16.—(Via Lon- 
don.) — The bombardment of Gorizia, 
which began October 18 and has lasted 
ever since, continued with varying in- 
‘tensity. An official telegram from the 
front, describing it, says: 

“On several days more than 100 pro- 
ectiles of all calibres, but especially 

eavy shells, fell on the town. The 
bombardment usually’ begins early in 
the morning, reaching its climax be- 
tween 3 and 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
and relaxin towards evening. The 
convent of onte Santo has been burn- 
ed and its church destroyed. The ves- 
try of the Gorizia cathedral has been 
demolished. The Franciscan convent 
of Castagnavizza, with the burial vault 
of Charles X., Henry V. and other mem- 
bers of the Bourbon family, ‘has been 
hit by several shells which have dam- 
aged the roof as well as paintings in 
the church and convent. 

“The convent of the Ursulines in the 
center of the town has been half de- 
molished and the church of San An- 
tonio damaged by aerial bombs. Both 
railway stations have been pierced by 
artillery 8 Churches in the 
suburbs of Podgord, Crafenberg, Pedma, 
Sante Andres and Celavija have been 
déstroyed. The southern portion of 
Gorizia has suffered more heavily than 
other parts of the town. The city fre- 
quently is bombarded by airmen.” 


Berlin, November 16.—(By Wireless 
to Sayville.)—Dispatches received here 
today as given out by the Overseas 
News agency furnished additional de- 
tails of the damage inflicted by the 
Italian bombardment of Gorizia. Shells 
struck the famous tomb of Count de 
Chambord, the French legitimist prince, 
some time styled “King Henry V.“ who 
died in exile in Austria. The sacrist 
of the Gorizia cathedral was demolish 
The church of Monte Santo was burn- 
ed to the ground, as was one-half of 
the convent of the Ursuline Nuns. 

Various other churches were dam- 
aged or destroyed and many art treas- 
ures were lost. Pictures in the Fran- 
ciscan church of Castagnavizza were 
riddled with shrafnel sh-t. Two ha~he 
fell among groups of children, causing 
the death of eight of them.

AUSTRIA IS ASKED 
ABOUT THE ANCONA 


Continued From First Page. 


rine which recently sank the Italian 
liner Ancona in the Mediterranean has 
not been received, but the report, on 
which the statement sent out Sunday 
by the Austro-Hungarian admiralty was 
based, showed, according to authori- 
tative officials, that the loss of a sin- 
gle life was unnecessary. 

It is alleged that the crew of the 
Ancona was panic-stricken from the be- 
ginning and actually lowered life boats 
while the ship was moving fourteen 
miles an hour. These boats were 
swamped, but it is asserted that there 
still were enough boats to save every- 
body. 

Furthermore, the charge is made that 
the crew preempted the boats and row- 
ed far from the steamer, the captain 
of which had been allowed almost: 
ninety minutes for the safe removal of 
those aboard. 

An Austrian official remarked inol- 
dentally that the same panic-stricken 
conduct was reported in the case of the 
Italian crew of the liner Firenze, sunk 
after the Ancona. 

It is announced that the government 
has in its possession the original in- 
structions to all Italian ship masters 
to attempt to ram a submarine or es- 
cape, depending on the relative posi- 
tions at the time of an attack. 

It is pointed out in official quarters 
here that the commander of the sub- 
marine which sank the Ancona had no 
means of knowing whether the steamer 
was a peaceful outward bound pas- 
senger ship, or a transpo and it is 
declared that he was even justified in

tion until immediately after the ad- 
journment of the extra session. 

Prospects are still bright for ah 
early adjournment of the general as- 
sembly now. The heuse worked 80 
fast yesterday that it took the senate 
unawares, that body having adjourned 
at noon until 11 o’clock Wednesday 
morning under the impression that the 
general appropriations bill would not 
be ready for the senate until this after- 
noon. Saturday seems now the day for 
adjournment. 

At the morning session of the house 
yesterday the general appropriations 
bill, which had been aroused the after- 
noon before from its long repose upon 
the table, was taken up for considera- 
tion. 

When Chairman Fullbright, of the 
appropriations committee, submitted 
the bill to the house he stated that in 
the interest of time the committee had 
recommended the bill in the form it 
passed the house at the last regular 
session, and because it appeared to 
the committee that the action of the 
last session was in the nature of in- 
structions to the committee. 

When the house went into the com- 
mittee of the whole to consider the 
bill, the bill was read by sections only 
in order to save time. 

Such a lack of interest was displayed 
in the bill by members at times that 
twice votes had to be taken over be- 
cause no quorum had voted. There 
was practically no opposition to the 
adoption of the bill in the form in 


which it was presented. 

Mr. Connor, of Spalding. wanted to 
again strike from the bill the provision 
of $950 a year as salary for a messen- 
ger for the governor, declaring that 
no such officer is needed. On vote his 
motion to that effect was lost, 62 to 67. 

When the paragraph. providing for 
the School of Technoiogy was reached, 
$80,000 was recommended— the figure 
to which it had been cut at the regu- 
lar session—and Mr. Connor moved to 
strike that and make it $90,000.

GEORGIA GOING DRY! 
Except for a half gallon of whisky every 


month, four quarts of wine and forty-eight 
pints of beer, which is the amount of drink- 
ables ‘alloted to each individual under the 
anti-shipping bill, Georgia is going dry 
May 1, 1916. : 

There are those who will. be at a loss to 
understand this remarkable concession on 
the part of the legislative majority, which 
has from the very outset been bent upon 
radical prohibition. This majority has de- 
termined that it shall be unlawful to adver- 
tise a drink of whisky, a glass of wine or a 
bottle of beer in any newspaper or upon any 
billboard, and yet this same majority has 
said that the individual Georgian may pur- 
chase to the extent indicated. 

There are those who will be at some 
trouble to understand why it is lawful for 
any person wherever he may be located to 
sell a thing to a Georgian and for a Geor- 
gian to buy it, when it is a violation of law 
for the lawful purchaser to be informed by 
the public prints where he can get it. 

We speak of this neither from a personal 
nor from a general newspaper standpoint. 
The Constitution has long since recognized 
the inevitable advent of stringent and well- 
defined prohibition laws—laws which would 
enable the state with the utmost ease and 
precision to enforce practical prohibition. 

With the enactment of the present laws 
by the Georgia legislature in extraordinary 
session, leading newspapers of the state 
which have heretofore been upon the side 
of regulation rather than that of legal pro- 
hibition, are now admitting, as The Macon 
Telegraph puts it, that “the jig is. up—the 
game is over.” The Telegraph has long 
deen one of the foremost among Georgia’s 
liberal newspapers, but in admitting that 
genuine prohibition is now about to come to 
Georgia the first of May, 1916, as it has 
already come to Alabama, The Telegraph 
says:

As radical ag they may be said to have 
been by those opposing the new Georgia 
laws, the prohibition majority has still left 
it within the power of almost any man in 
the state to get all the liquor he wants for 
nearly any purpose for which he may de- 
sire it. 

So for real and efficient prohibition the 
Georgia legislature has not gone far enough. 
For prohibition of the efficient sort it has 
evidently stopped short of the mark, nor is 
it likely that real prohibition will be ac- 
complished in Georgia or any other state 
short of a national prohibitory enactment. 

As long as any individual within the 
state may legally buy whisky upon order 
in whatever amount, there will be found 
some way of “beating the devil around the 
stump.” 

When prohibition shall have been writ- 
ten into the national constitution and the 
forces of the federal government are put 
actively and energetically back of its en- 
forcement, then shall we have true prohi- 
bition not only in Georgia, but in other 
states—and then only. And that day is 
coming!

The automobile 
separator which is being used largely to 
keep prosperous American citizens from 
worrying over how to invest their money. . 

There are a great many varieties of cash 
separators, but the automobile is by far the 
best. It can go through an ordinarily flush 
citisen in a very few months and leave very 
little cash in the tailings. In fact, its work 
is. approached in thoroughness only by the 
private yacht, the soceity bug and the pri- 
vate school for girls. 

The automobile is driven by gasoline, as- 
sisted by water, oil, electricity, wind and 
gas, and sometimes horses and mules. Some 
drivers have also used brains with great 
success, but the supply is too limited to be 
generally adopted. If every automobile 
driver were equipped with a small set of 
brains, we would have no more accidents 
which occur while a car is being driven about 
75 miles an hour over the speed limit, An 
auto consists of an engine with 176 parts, 
connected by a clutch with 95 parts to @ 
gear box with 75 parts and then to a differ- 
ential with 50 parts. When all of these parts 
are feeling well and are working together 
like the oid guard republicans in New York, 
the automobile is said to be in good running 
order. However, if any individual part of 
an automobile is feeling convalescent, and 
will not work at all, the man who wants to 
sell the machine to you second-hand will 
solemnly swear that the machine will run 
like a watch. 

Automobiles come in all sizes, including 
the piker size, the family size, the bank di- 
rector size, and the fool size. A small car 
with only 12 condensed horses in it can be 
bought for $350 and can be driven over the 
curb and into a tree as successfully as a 
big car which costs $5,000 and has tires as 
fat as elephant’s legs. 

Automobiles are now very carefully made 
and are entirely practicable, being used for 
hauling trunks, transporting passengers and 
getting rid of the idle rich. Automobiles are 
made which can run 100 miles an hour, but 
fortunately, others are made which can run 
two miles an hour and will stop when re- 
quested. Very few automobiles break down 
any more, but the number of owners who

break up is steadily increasing. This is 
because the automoblie is no longer a weird 
hobby, but a badge of prosperity, and a 
great many people are wearing the badge 
who can’t afford to pay their dues. 

Automobiles are more costly now, because 
they are more reliable, and also because 
hundreds of people are busy every day in- 
venting new things to hang on them. Ten 
years ago an automobile would go ten miles 
and then stop a month, because of a 50-cent 
break-down. But now an auto owner will 
go 200 miles, pay $35 in fines, wear out $50 
worth of tires, eat $10 worth of food, knotk 
$75 out of a $40° buggy and neBlect $1,000: 
worth of business all in one day. 

The number of automobiles made in this 
country next year will approach 200,000. 
This will not supply one-fourth of the peo- 
ple who want them, but after the people who 
can afford them have bought, there will be 
100,000 left, and they will all be sold.

Big 17-Inch Guns a Failure. 

It has been reported on several occasions 
that the 17-inch Krupp guns were really 
parts of the German policy of frightfulness 
rather than practical engines of war. 

Now comes the following from what is 


reaches us by way of Rumania. 

Says the correspondent narrating it: 

“He was an Austrian siege artillery offi- 
cer who had spent several months in Ant- 
werp and then been drafted to the eastern 
front for the preparation of the May advance. 
What he did not know about the monster 
guns the Germans have used in this war is 
not worth knowing. Bit by bit I wormed 
some of the facts out of him. 

“The only places where the German 43-om. 
were used were Liege and Namur; they only 
fired a few shots and they turned out to be 
a costly comparative failure. The ‘42’ ia a 
mortar; to adjust its 172 pieces that reguire 
twelve railway wagons for transport a min- 
imum of twenty-two hours is required. The 
cement foundation on which the huge fabric 
is: placed must be at least eight metres deep. 
The total weight of the mortar is about üfty 
tons; to this must, however, be added the 
weight of the base, which is reckoned at de- 
tween thirty-seven and thirty-eight tons. 

“The actual gun is short, which is, of 
course, the characteristic of all mortars, It 
fs almost exactly five metres. The weight 
of the shell is about three-quarters of «a 
ton, and standing upright it is three feet 
high. 

“To lay this monster gun with accuracy 
is a labor of five or six hours under the most 
favorable circumstances, and the concussion 
from the firing is so terrible that the 280 men 
who form part of the gun team are provided 
with special protective shields for the eyes, 
nose, ears and mouth. The cost of every 
round fired is valued at $2,500. The range at- 
tained during the siege of Liege was thirteen 
to fourteen miles. 

“Contrary to general opinion, the ‘42’ was 
not employed for the bombardment of Ant- 
werp. The heaviest gum used there was the 
305-mm. gun, of the 1914 model, first tried in 
January, 1914. The effect of its fire was 
devastating; the Belgian forts were simply 
blown to atoms. This gun was also used 
against Liege, Namur and Maubeuge, and 
proved much more serviceable than the 42 
round w popular terror had spun such 

a legend. 

These guns can also be divided into sec- 
tions which susceptible of motor trans- 
port. The motors used are of 100-horsepower, 
each capable of dragging a weight of thirty-

Tis Holland Letter 


If it should happen that the confiict: ‘in 
Europe and the unparalleled demands which 
have reached the United States for commedi- 
ties of all kinds trateable directly to that 
war should put not only vitality but abun- 


takings of the late J. P. Morgan, that would 
likely de esteemed among the marvels of 
prosperity due to the war. 

It used to be said that while the organi- 
nation of the United States Steel corporation 
reflected the authority, influence and modern 
| business philosophy of Mr. Morgan, yet there 

were in association with him in this work 
‘some of the powerful business intellects of 
the United States. When. a year or two aft- 
er the steel corporation was organized, an- 
nouncement was made of a plan whereby 
there would be perfected a somewhat similar 
combination into which would be brought all, 
if possible, or as many as possible, of the 
Ocean steamship corpotations whose vessels 
carried trade across the Atlantie each way, it 
was also announced that this plan was really 
Mr. Morgan’s exclusive conception. He could 
not bring into the combination of all of ‘the 
Atlantic steamship lines controlled by Amer- 
ican or English capital, but he did bring into 
this association all but two ot three. Mr. 
Morgan had at that time the prestige asso- 
ciated with the phenomenal success of the un- 
derwriting of the United States corporation 
proposition. It was therefore easy for him to 
persuade many of those who had participated 
in the United States Steel underwriting to be- 
come members of the underwriting syndicate 
which was to finance the combination of 
ocean steamship companies whose legal title 
was, as it now is, the International Mercan- 
tile Marine company. 

It was commonly reported that the mem- 
ders of the underwriting syndicate when they 
met together compared their experience in 
this undertaking with their happy experience 
as members of the steel company’s underwrit- 
ing syndicate. It was supposed to have been 
an unpleasant comparison, and the opinion 
commonly held was that this underwriting 
syndicate was compelled to carry a good part 
of the securities, not finding much of a mar- 
ket for them. Mr. Morgan himself revealed 
his dexterity and authority in matters of for- 
eign exchange when he swept the country, so 
to speak, so that he might secure the ex- 
change with which he could effect payment in 
gold in London of twenty-five millions on ac- 
count of this combination, 

What Was the Matter. 

The combination did not in its experience, 
according to all reports, meet with the suc- 
cess which Mr. Morgan expected. Gradually 
its affairs went from bad to worse until at 
last the corporation was compelled to seek 
the protection of the courts. Under that pro- 
tection the steamships which belonged to the 
organization have been operating, and very 
skillful financing has been proposed with in- 
tent to perfect a satisfactory readjustment or 
reorganization. 

These are the figures, using round num- 
bers only, which’ report the obligations of 
this company as they were when the court’s 
protection was secured. The common stock 
is of the par value of $49,900,000. The pre- 
ferred stoek is of the par value of $51,730,000. 
The bonded indebtedness is a little over $76,- 
000,000. The deferred dividends upon the pre- 
ferred stock are now a little over $40,000,000. 
If, therefore, the aggregate bonded indebted- 
ness and the aggregate deferred dividends 
upon the preferred stock are added it is dis- 
covered that they represent $116,527,000. 

These were figures which a little over a 
year ago appeared to be appalling, and they 
taxed the ability of the best financiers who 
undertook to work out some satisfactory plan 
of reorganization. There was a good deal 
of incredulity about the. ability of any fi- 
nancier to do this. Of a sudden the European 
war broke out and there came a demand for 
the kind of transportation which it is the bus- 
iness of this company to sell. Mr. Morgan 
could not have dreamed of the magnitude of 
that demand, and if he were now living he 
would, of coursé, recognize that it is an ab- 
normal demand, it being impossible for any- 
body to predict whether it will be continued 
after the war ends. 

Gratifying Statistics. 

Nevertheless there are some statistics 
available which must be gratifying to those 
who have an interest in this corporation, and 
which also furnish a sidelight which reveals 
some phase of the export trade of the United 
States. There are some good reasons for ac- 
cepting as accurate the report that the steam- 
ships of this company earned in the eight 
months up to September, 1915, on the aver- 
age $8,000,000 a month, or in the aggregate 
$24,000,000. It was not necessary for the com- 
pany to compete with other transatlantic 
steamship lines, since the transportation that 
was offered has been far in excess of the fa- 
cilities for moving it across the sea. We now 
get a good hint of the increase of exports, be- 
ginning in September, an increase which rep- 
resents the most remarkable phenomenon of 
international trade of any time.

Therefore it may happen, and some think 
it is likely to happen, that as à result of our 
export trade due to the European war this 
corporation will receive assistance fmmeasur- 
ably superior to that made possible by any 
reorganization planned. This would be one 
of the marvels of progress in the United 
States made possible by the war. And should 
these presumptive forecasts be found accu- 
rate they will furnish one of the best of ob- 
ject lessons which tell of the momentous 
changes in our foreign trade which the Bu- 
ropean war hag occasioned—a trade that may 
be maintained after the war by continued ex- 
ports of American commodities which will be

_ REFUSE TO TELL 
ON INFORMERS 


Recorder George E. Johnson held in 
his court yesterday afternoon that a 
city detective could not be compelled

Strict Enforcement 
Of Prohibition Laws 
Urged by J udge George 


| Cordele, Ga., November 16.— (Spe- 
cial.)—Superior court of Crisp county 
convened in regular session Monday, 
Judge W. F. George presiding. The 
greater part of Judge George's charge 
to the grand jury dealt with the pro- 
hibition law and its enforcement. 
Though he declared that from his ob- 
servation of four years on the bench, 
that there was not the same whole- 
some disposition on the part of juries 
and officers to enforce the laws de- 
signed to control the liquor traffic as 
there was when the local option law 
was in force, he asserted that his re- 
marks were not an attempt of criticis- 
ing the present prohibition law, or the 
more drastic laws now before the leg- 
islature. He attributed as the cause 
of non-enforcement of the law a preva- 
lent lukewarmness on the part of the 
better class of citizens toward bringing 
about such law enforcement and a 
growing sentiment among the less law- 
„fully inclined élement to bring disre- 
spect of such laws. In view of such 
a condition, declared Judge George, it 
would require the continued and com- 
bined efforts of the lawful element of 
the people of the state to cause the 
success of the more drastic laws touch- 
ing prohibition that have just recently 
been enacted. A man who would op- 
pose the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law should not be allowed to 
sit in a trial jury, virtually said Judge 
George, and in effect he added that ex- 
cept in very unusual cases all viola- 
tors of the prohibition law should be 
put on the chaingang.
